6. Chair’s Report and Question Period 


The Chair made the following remarks: 


The JMUCC took place on February 22-28, 2009. He mentioned that the Undergraduate Case Competition 
has been steadily building up momentum and prestige. Over $150,000 was raised for the competition that 
saw 20 teams compete for the title (12 international teams). He thanked the organizers, sponsors and 
volunteers. The Chair especially mentioned the work of Victor Esposito as being integral to the success of 
the competition this year.

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I. Rakita updated the members of Council on the following news from the Goodman Institute of Investment 
Management: 


In March, the GIIM announced the 2009-2010 Entrance Support Program. An initiative designed by the 
Goodman Institute will see nearly $50,000 distributed to six incoming students to help reduce their tuition 
fees; awarding three students $8,000 each in both Montreal and Toronto. 


Goodman Institute MBA Students placed Third in Financial Post's fourth annual MBA Portfolio 
Management Competition. I. Rakita mentioned that this competition was among 15 universities and only 
three institutions had a positive return on their portfolios.

Facilitator for the John Molson School of Business. He also explained that the SSHRC and NSERC 
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decisions should be available by the end of the month. He mentioned that the Vice-President, Research and 
Graduate Studies has committed to supporting a database for the trading room. 


CGSA Report 
N. Askar updated Council on the following initiatives of the CGSA: 


There are a lot of activities planned for the CGSA. There has been an election and there will be a new 
CGSA President named on March 31, 2009. The new CGSA constitution has been written, approved and 
passed. N. Askar mentioned that there are some upcoming competitions that CGSA will be involved in, 
namely: George Washington University non-profit case competition. M. Lemdasni has been named a judge 
for the Mercuriad Award sponsored by the Quebec Chamber of Commerce this competition. This is the 
first time that a Concordia student has been asked to judge.
